King A lexander’s successor 
Is a .son-in-law of the prince of M onte­ 
negro and Is regarde<l a.s being m ost ac­ 
ceptable to the people. 
He w as pretender 
to- the throne for m any years. 
He w as 
born in Belgrade in 14t!. 
The universal 
an x iety of governm ents of E urope foi 
peace Is advanced as the reason why the 
Servian situation is not likely to lead to 
com plications. Should, however, tliese^un- 
e.vpectedly arise official circles think the 
A ustro-H ungary arm y will Im m ediately 
m arch into S ervla and restore order. T his 
eventuality, how ever. Is considered Im­ 
probable. 


M. M ljatovlch, S ervian m inister a t Lon- 
dan, said- there w ere m any causes leading 
to the revolution.

W hile on d u ty a t 11 o'clock last 
night N aum ovlcs b u rst in the door of the 
royal couple's sleeping ap artm en ts w ith a 
bomi> and then entered, accom panied by 
M lschics and a num ber of Junior officers 
Previously the palace gtioird' Iliad beèh 
overpfsw ered'and its commandifel,,C aptain 
Pauajow lcs, killed. 
N aum ovics presented 
to ' the king a form of abdication for his 
signature. 
T he docum ent contained the 
sta te m e n t th a t by m arry in g a "public 
p ro stitu te" the king had degraded Servla 
and therefore he m ust abdicate. 
The 
king’s answ er w as to draw a revolver and 
kill N aum ovics on tho spot. M lschics then 
picked up the docum ent and presented it

2: o'clock th is . m orning Qt|een 
D rag a’s tw o b rothers w ere shot at their 
hom es, as well as P rem ier M arkovitch 
and his brother-in-law , M. M llkovltz. m in­ 
ister of interior; M. T udorovics and his 
d au g h ter and W ar M inister G eneral P av ­ 
lovitch. 


W hile these events were proceeding a t 
the palace the streets w ere entirely oc­ 
cupied by soldiers and an arm ed force 
surrounded the royal residence. 
H orses 
and guns of artillery w ere decorated w ith 
evergreens as for a 'fe stiv a l. 
Soldiers 
discarded the badge of K ing A lexander 
from their helm ets. An attem p t w as m ade 
to .support the dynasty by the com m ander 
of the D anube division, 
who tried tc 
m arch the E ighth regim ent of in fan try 
Into the city to help the late king, but 
w as ojiposed by a body of troops under 
Colonel G agow its. 
In the fight which en­ 
sued both officers m entioned w ere killed. 


W hat purj)orts to be an ofTlclal explana­ 
tion of the tragedy wfis lsstie<l at Bel­ 
grade during the day. It says: 


“A fter dinner W ednesday evening the 
k ing and queen w ith som e of their rela­ 
tives and several m inisters sa t on a bal­ 
cony of the paiace. 
Suddenfly the king 
dem anded Queen D raga leave the coun­ 
try. 
She refused and w as supported by 
some of the ràinisters.

saw this opposition he ordered the m ili­ 
tary to occupy the palace. M eanw hile the 
queen’s friends w ere active and collected 
her supporters. It w as In a fight betw eèn 
the two factions th a t the king and queen 
w'ere killed.’’

A t the b ar­ 
rack s K arageorgevitch , w as proclaim ed 
king.

It, is said the prince received an en­ 
orm ous num ber of telegranis for a week 
past, manj- of them from I he frontier of 
Servla.

The button and sliell business is^ 
not by any means a^new thing, hut; 
it is new for Heredosia. 
At Mus­

in them. 'Down in Arkansas on the 
White river there is a big factony. 
There is a factpry- at Quincy and 
there arc others here 
and 
thei^e 
throughout the country. 
The Mis­ 
sissippi river has been the greatc*t: 
source of shell suppl;^ and the shells 
.‘seemed to exist there in inexhaus­ 
tible quantities. 
A year ago there' 
were signs of a scarcity and there 
tvas a good deal in the papers on tlie 
subject. 
One of the Kappal Bfof., 
of Meredosia,- read about the shell 
business and the supposed shortage 
and always ready to embrace a busi­ 
ness opportunity sent away samples 
of shells to !^e if they would meet 
inarket conditions. The answer was 
favorable. 


FIRST MEREDOSIA SHIPMENTB. 
This season the increased demand 
for buttons, the scarcity of shells in 
the Mississippi and the continued 
Jiigh water in that river combined 
to make a demand for the Meredosia 
shells.

Quincy

and 
Hpecialt.y company sent a fleet <?f 
boats to Mcrcidosia in Anril to en- 
iragc in the business 
and 
Kappal 
Bros,, with a large equipment, went 
earnestly to work. Since April the 
.shell gathering has continued actively 
save when high water interfered and 
775,000 pounds have been shipped 
MANY M B S EMPLOYED. 


When conditions are 
right 
at 
least 110 men are at work gathering 
shells. 
They are calletl ‘'shell dig 
gers” and depending somewhat on 
luck and somewhat on their agility 
in work they are able to earn from 
$1.25 to $3.50 per day. As a result 
everybotly in the vicinity of Mere 
di»sia who wants work has it. Farm 
ers in all the c*ountry round have 
had tlie greatest difficulty in securing 
help because the men who have been 
working on the farm for $20 per 
month have liastened to put aside 
tlie plow for the boat ajid the “shell 
bar.” 


WHERE ML’SSEl.« ARE FOUND 
The mussels live in the channel 
of^thiS i^ver,'in schools or beds, fromi 
o n e -^ l t# a mile long, and eighth 
wide^nd 8 or 9 feet deep. Of cSurse 
the size of tlie beds varies, but the' 
dimensions given' apply to the one 
wliich is found in the channel of the 


known beds now being 
points several miles above Meredosia 
and four miles below.

inu<ldy there. 


SHELL DIGGErt AND HIS WORK. 
. The method of raising the shells 
from the river strikes one at first as 
rather primitive, but exjKirience has 
proven it to be the best metho<l and 
observation shows it to be very ef 
feetive. The boats used for the pur 
pose are mostly from 18 to 24 feet 
long, flat row boats. 
Usuallj' two 
ipen go out in a boat. 
They row 
against the current to the head of 
the bed of shells in which they wish 
to operate. 
Then at the stern of 
the boat they lower “the mule” into 
the water. 
Now “the mule” is not 
alive, but is simply a 
very 
wide 
board or. several narrower ones nailed 
together side by side, and attached to 
a heavy wooden handle. The whok; 
rrsemyes a great wooden, toothless 
rake, and the purpose is to provide a 
means of locomotion. The current of 
coursi? strikes the mule and the force 
i$ sufficient to carry along not only 
the boat, hut some added weight. If 
the diggers have luck 
the 
added 
>veight is not long in being provided 
Each boat has four iron bars, varying 
from 9 to 12 feet in length. Each bar 
is secured to the boat by two ropes of 
sufficient length to permit the bar to 
io to the bottom of the river when 
cast over 'board. 
Attached to each 
bar ar? small ropes about four ieet 
long and- on each of the ropes lare 
foiir wire hooks with four poiints. 
When the iron bar is low<^d upon 
a bed bf mussels 
the 
shells 
iare* 
slightly open, but the instant a hook 
touches a mussel the shell snaps shut. 
As the boat moves slowly-along'the 
scores ofliooks are drawn across the 
shells and it is not long until all or 
most of them are burdened with 
the mussels.

thé men’ do not need to pull to shore 
all day unless they, want to. 
, 
BOILING THE SHELLS. 


When the day’s work is done the 
diggers take the boat to Ihe shell 
house, where each man shovels, his 
mussels into’, boxes. They are then 
put on the scales and weighed and 
each man Tcceives a ticket showing 
the number of pounds Jie has gath­ 
ered. 


The shells are now the property of 
the shipper. His men Jose no time 
in shoveling the shells into vats of 
ooiling water, where they are cooked^ 
for about an hour. Next the shells 
are thrown on top of a wide bench to 
cool. The cooking process causés 
'iach shell to open and men can then 
easily scrape out the meat'. By this 
rime 
the shells are ready for the 
•narket and after being sorted are 
hoveled into wagons and thèn loaded 
into cars for shipment, either closed 
'•r open ears being used for the pur­ 
pose. 
' 


TOTAL PRODUCT. 


Most of the shells from Meredosia 
have gone to Muscatine and Quincy, 
? ut, shipment have also been made 
to LaOrange, Louisiana, Mo., and 
ither iwints. 
The/total of 775,000 
pounds shipped ifrom Meredn.sia this 
”carmeans more than at first appears. 
Tt take« about five mussels to weieh 
a pound. There are two shells to a 
mussel and four or five buttons are 
¡nade from each shell. 


Just now few men are at work on 
account of the high water, but when 
conditions are favorable men arc at 
vork day and night in cleaning the 
lihclls for shipment. During the day 
18 do this work and there are eight 
^r ten on the night shift. Most of 
the diggers sell to Kappel Bros. Their 
veigh master is O. M. Steinberg and 
Samuel Bennett their foreman. 


CASH FOR WORKERS. 


î'riday is pay day and during re 
*ent months this firm has distributed 
in wages about $1,500 weekly. The 
demand for shells is very active and 
•s not likel.v to be any less, for the 
high w'ater has made the supply short 
md it will take months to make 
<;oo<l -this shortage. 


FINDING PEARLS. 


The pearl industry is a side issue 
vith tte shell shipi>ers, as a number 
of nice ones have been taken from 
the shells. 
Thus far pearls to the 
extent of $350 have been sold. The 
Tien who take the meat from the 
=îlu lis keep their eyes open for the 
beautie.s, which if found at all are 
buried half way in the meat at the 
place where the two half shells join 
Many of the shells contain what the 
diggers term a slug. 
They ■ are us 
usually four or five times the size of 
I large pearl, but have sometliing of 
the appearance of pearls and are 
sometimes used a ^ the settings for 
scarf pins. 


MAY HAVE FACTORY. 


As soon as the water goes down 
!i little all the diggers will be at 
work again and it is cxpected that 
this activity will continue until win 
1er weather interferes. The industry 
thus far is of cour.se in rather an 
experimental stace so far as Mere­ 
dosia is concerned, for as yet the 
diggers and shippers have no idea 


to the extent and permanency of 
supply. 
If the supply seems to be 
limitless, and indications are 
now 
that way, it is entirel.y probable that 
a button, factory w ll be built at 
Meredosia. There is plenty of money 
there for this or any other industry 
plenty of men toimanage and main 
tain such an enterprise.

Tliey had nominated W. L. 
Vande\ enter, of Quincy, for the old 
district and sought a mandamus to 
compel Secretary Rose to place his 
name on tne ballot as fVom the old 
d'strict. The court decided the act 
wa- valid aifd refused to mandamus. 
J Ui tice Üagrüder did not agree with 
the other six.. No written opinion 
was filed, in fact, no statement was 
made orally. Justice Magruder went 
to Chicago, w^ote a dissMiting opinion 
;ind sent it to the clerk of the court 
f«»r fUing w^ith instructions^ to notify 
the attorneys at Quincy, who hap- 
ix;ned to be Democrats. 
They se­ 
cured the Magruder document and 
jpread it broadcast over the district. 
The opinion of the court has not yet 
been filed. 
This action of Judge 
Mignider, then chief justice, in fil- 
.’ng a dissenting"opinion, when there 
was no opinion on file, aroused the 
court and to day such action was 
Inl'en as would in any other place, 
but a great court be called sensa­ 
tional. 
In the ease of the p<*ople 
ox rel. Vandevonter against James A. 
Rose, the court ordered the follow- 
iuK placed cii record: 


“It appearing to the court that 
Mr. Justice Magruder while ehiei 
justice of ihis court, caused his dis- 
’cjiting opinion in this case to be 
filed during vaeati<»n l)efore this Jun»- 
te’*m without the knowledge or au­ 
thority of thife court and in advance 
S>( th(‘ filing of the opinion of the 
f'ourt iji the case, but while the same 
was in cjjure of preparation and while 
an election was ix^iiding, w^hich said 
dissenting opinion was liable to in- 
fhiencte, it is ordered by the court 
that said dissenting opinion so im­ 
properly filed be stricken from the 
files of this court; but leave is given 
to file the same now—this being the 
proper time—with the opinion of the 
majority of the court.” 


This action to day had its seed? 
in events of some age. Previous tr 
tlie last state convention a number of 
impersonal iiiterviews were printed 
in a Chicago paper, in which mem­ 
bers of the court were made to ac- 
duse Chris Mamer of various short­ 
comings. The attack was laid at th( 
door of Justice Magruder. * Justice 
Carter 
was 
understood 
to 
favor 
Afamer, or at least not to join in th« 
attack upon him. Justice Magrudei 
has since been charged 
with 
dis­ 
liking Justice Carter’s 
action 
and 
there have been rumors of differ­ 
ences between the tw^o men, but out 
of regard for the court no credence 
was given them and they were not 
published. To day’s action is a mat­ 
ter of record ai^d as such becomes 
public property and 
is 
legitimate 
matter for publication.
